WASHINGTON, Doe. 7. 


'Iho V/aysDiitlllfans Committee had n 


•short session today, but iiothiug impottaut 
was douo. It is the intention of some of 
tin; lueuibers oE tho commit too to secure, if 
possible, early action on the tariff bill re- 
ported at last session. It stands very little 
c-bftuco of receiving any consideration at the 
present session. 


Tho House Foreign Affairs Committee had 


their first session this morumg and consid- 
ered tho proposition of returning the Jap- 
anese indemnity fund to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. A majority 
of the committee 


favor the measure, and a bill to that end 
will abortly be reported. 


It appears that the English Government 


has notified our Government of its willing- 
ness to carry out the provisions of the ex- 
tradition treaty by surrendering Winslow 
aud all other fugitives heretofore demanded 
by our Government. 
This action of the 


English Government virtually restores tho 
treaty.

Tito Troops iu Soiitlt Carolina. 


Itepresentative Hewitt and Senator Kau- 


dolpb called on the president last evening 
and informed him that they had received a 
despatch from Wade Hampton staling that 
sixty three members of tbe legislature,which 
was a quorum, had organized, and that they 
were ready to count tho votes and deter- 
mine who was elected governor; that if the 
presideut would withdraw tbe troops, most 
if not all of those composing the other wing 
would join them and the whole dilliculty bo 
settled and pence and order restored within 
twenty four hours. 


The president declined this morning to 


state what he said, but ho says he does not 
think either Hewitt or Unndolph will appear 
very soon upon such an errand. He told 
them in the most emphatic manner that tho 
troops would not bo withdrawn from South 
Carolina. They would remain as long aa 
tbe present governor. Cbnmberluin,required 
them, and that their presence was only to 
prescrvG tbe peace nnd not to interfere with 
either political party.

AGRICULTURAL. 


LAYING Hl'.NK IN WIN'IT.K. 


From the totter* wo receive ami the per- 


fioual inquires iimite, wo judge that with the 
majority of tho:io who keep hens, e^gs me 
Hcarcc from November until April. Wu have 
heard such comments nu those, on some 
statements wo have made : "i do not under- 
stand how liens can be made t> lay as immy 
eggs in tlio winter as in the summer. I have 
novor had such experience." We have been 
asked, by several subscribers to give full and 
definite directions for tho cfu'o of laying 
hontt, especially in the Winter. 
We aro glad 


of tho interest manifested in this branch of 
productive industry, nnd will give somo di- 
rections, which, if followed in tho can? of 
any breed of healthy fowls, will give tho 
owner, on the average,, at least fifteen eggs 
per mouth. That i.s gonil hen work, and if 
those the reader has will not do it, after the 
rules we give have been closely followed, we 
will toll him where lie cnn get • layers thai 
will do it. 


The iirst thiu» is light, warm, healthy 


quarters. 
Tho windows in the" hennery 


should bo low, aud on the side for the 
morning sun, GO tho fowls can take an early 
bath in tho sunlight. The temperature 
should be such that tho combs will not suf- 
fer from frOBt,flnd it would 1)0 wise to have it 
so that eggs will not freezo. Not more than 
fifteen or twenty fowk uhotild be permitted 
in a coop twelve feet square, and no matter 
how largo tho coop, twenty five is a number 
as largo as is profitable to run together. 
Give thorn a good dust box of dry, fin o earth 
or ashes, audkcep broken bone or shell al- 
ways before them. Bee that their water is 
replenished every morning with hot water, 
and that some green stuff, such as cabbage, 
turnip, clover or corn fodder is occasion ally 
thrown in for them to pick over. Theso 
are little matters, but they are of as miu-ii 
importance as the food or the breed of the 
fowls. Then reguIarJy.nud with proper econ- 
omy—say twice each d;iy- feed 
them all 


they will oat, and no more: -in the morning 
fcoft food, pieces from tlie table, boiled 
potatoes, mixed with bran and meal—the 
latter uBod sparingly—with u little pepper 
nnd salt. Feed this every other day, and 
alternately with buckwheat, and you hart: 
tho best food we know of for laying hens. 
Every night feed corn, whole or coarse- 
cracked, changing occasionally with oats. 
Pickings of meat or fresh fish two or throe 
times a week nre good. If you cauuot gel 
these conveniently, ground scraps will an- 
swer; for n coop of twenty liens take a pint 
of scraps, put them in ihrco pints of water, 
leave them over night: then mix meal with 
them, 
(iive this two or three times a week, 


with bran, potatoes and buckwheat. 


Let these conditions of care become a 


regulation. It will not tnke more (linn 
twenty minutes morning and evening, to do 
the work. 
Tho liens will be hearty and 


healthy under such treatment, and if they 
do not reward with plenty of eggs, change 
tho breed.
